HIE LIVES OF EIGHT PERSONS

In One Hoarding Ilotise Wipe J
Out bj* the 1'looJ.

PITTSBURGH, Tn.. July 25.-Ono of
the most torrlblo results of tho atonn
last night wad the drowning of a num¬
berof coal miners In Painter's Itun dls-
trict. Just over th« Washington county
line. The boardIny house which they
occupknl was blown down anil swept
away and of the sixteen persons sleep-
Ins In It, eight are beJIevcd to have
been drowned. The bodies of flvo have
teen recovered. One of them was res¬
cued.
They were all foreigners, mostly

Italians.and were employed In the mines
cf Colonel W. P. Hend and the Hldge-
way-Blshop Coal Company.
The boarding house was In a little

mining settlement called Cecil on the
line of the Eight Mile branch of the
Pan Handle road, which leaves tho
Cbirtlers division at Bridgetlie. The
branch runs over to McDonald and
Cecil Is located midway between the
two points..
.The fatality occurred nt -I a. m., when
the small stream, Painter's Itun, which
empties Into Chartlers Creek, was sud¬
denly swollen into a raging torrent by
a cloudburst. The stream had been very
high on account of tho rain. Hut little
damage had been done before the rush
of waters which carried away the tene¬
ment houses.
The particulars of the fatallty.whlch

have been received in this city, are very
meagre, owing to tho remoteness of the
locality and to the fact thai the wires
are down. /
Five of the bodies of the unfortu¬

nate men were recovered during tto
morning at various points about a mile
away from where the house stood. The
other ten are believed to have perished.
One of the sixteen'was rescued while

clinging to a tree; another of the occu¬
pants of the bouse was discovered
clinging to the boughs of a tree three
tnlloa down the stream. He was uncon¬
scious and died a few moments later.
A great deal of mining and oil proper¬

ty was damaged in the districts along
the run. The water rose some--places to
a depth of thirteen feet. The loss In the
district will amount to Usuu^ands of
dollars.
Many narrow escapes are' reported

from the valley through Painter's Itun
courses and it is not unlikely that some
others may have perished, although
there is no further rumored loss of life.
Several houses In the valley were

swept away, but the occupants so far
as learned, all managed to seek places
of safety before their homes were car¬
ried down the stream. Some of the
occupants were rescued In skiffs.
The rigfilng in many oil wells were

swept away and tlx? men working about
them were compelled to tlee'for their
lives as the torrents bore down the val¬
ley on lis course of death and destruc¬
tion.
The high water caused the boilers to

explode in the No. 4 mine of Colonel \V.
P. Rend, the Chicago operator. The
boiler house was destroyed and consid¬
erable damage wrought, but no one was
hurt.
A dispatch from Cecil, Pa., at noon,

says seven bodies have been recovered
and eight are still missing.
The unfortunates were not all for¬

eigners as at first reported. Among tho
bodies that have been recovered were
thos of Wilkinson Illgglns, Mrs. Mc-
Kenney. tha keeper of tho boarding
house, James McKenney. a son: Jennie
Holmes, a domestic, and an unknown
oil man, were drowned. The water
rose twenty feet in a few minutes.

Hradford, Pa.; Vincent Wilkinson,
twenty-live years, oil well employe, of
Vowinklc, Forest county. Pa.; Jennie
Holmes, eighteen, daughter of a Cecil
eoal miner; John Wright, (colored),sev¬
enteen years, employe of a livery man
at Carnegie.
Samuel McKinney kept a boarding

house at Cecil for the accommodation
of oil men and miners. The houso was
situated on the batiks of Miller's Itun, a
tributary of Chartlers crook.

when a wave came along and swept all
three to death, lleatty had several op¬portunities to Have himself, but refused
to leave hi* weaker companions. Those
of the unfortunate party who were roa¬
med, wen? taken from the branches of
trees, and portions of the wrecked
house. Those who lost their lives were'
either crushed la the wreckage of knock-
oil Insensible by rapidly floating Jogs,
making them an easy prey for tho rag¬
ing torrent. Tho bodies have all been re¬
covered.
Wright, tho colored liveryman, while

attempting to drive across a bridge at
Murray Hill, was caught by tl»e high
water of Chartlers creek, near Carne¬
gie and drowned.

Hundreds of bridges have been wash¬

ed away and tratlle. has been suspended
on the Washington & Waynesburg r.ill-
road. In the oil fields an enormous
amount of oil was lost through breaking
of mains ami scores of rigs were demol¬
ished.
At Claysvllle, houses wore unroofed,

trees uprooted and many buildings are
total wrecks. The United Presbyterian
x'hurch and the Claysvllle high school
building suffered the severest loss here,
being Htruck by lightning and wrecked.
Reports brought^ In from tho sur¬

rounding country s'tate that the storm
has wrought great destruction for
miles around. In some places houses
were removed from their foundations,
but further loss of life Is not reported.
Many lnuses and bams were struck by
the lightning.
A late dispatch from McDonald states

LINCOLN, Neb., July 29..The stream

of visitors 'to tho llryuit home Is on»tlw
Increase, They como from ull sections
of the country. Two of tlio delegatesfrom Nevada to the St. Louis silver
convention, Messrs. Dixon nnd Davis,
en route home, stopped off hero to con¬
sult with Mr. Bryan, doubtless uponIlls probablu course In relation to the
Populist nomination. Mr. Bryan has
rccolveil a number of telcgrumH con¬
taining suggestions In regard to tlie no¬
tion of the Populist convention and to
ull of them he responded, to effect, that
he will act with deliberation, and that
nothing will bo done which can be Just-ly criticised by any of the elements
who are sincerely Interested In the suc¬
cess of the cause of bimetallism.
In his replies to these expressions he

earnestly advises nU friends of tho cause
In all parties to refrain from harsh crit¬
icism of thoie who, however, widelythey may differ, otlx-rwlae occupy com¬
mon ground In desiring the Immediate
restoration of free coinage of sliver. Mr.
Bryan expresses tho utmost confidence
that a wise and gratifying solution of
the perplexing conditions will be pre¬
sented and adopted lu due and good
time, and that the solution wlU bo both
honorable and satisfactory to ull par¬
ties.
Pother than this Mr. Hryan declined

to talk lu relation to tho situation. Ev-"
ery entreating Inquiry calculated to
fathom his plans or purposes met with
the wimple response, "I must decline to
bo Interviewed concerning the St. I^oulfl
convention or Its results." However,
his loquacity In other directions was
not so circumscribed and he found
plenty of material for entertaining dis¬
course. "I received," he said, "anoth¬
er rabbit's foot. It was sent to me by a
telegraph operator In Montana. That
makes tl>e sixth rabbit's foot besides a
great many four leaf clovers and a
horse shoe. I wrote the donor of the
last rabbit's foot that while I am not
at all superstitious under the circum¬
stances I can but feel that every condi¬
tion and necessity to Insure my trium¬
phant election has been sccured, except
the votes."
On his return from tl>e Populist con¬

vention, Governor Ilolcolm brought to
Lincoln a cage containing two very
pretty birds of the variety denominated
love birds. They were sent by the Kan¬
sas delegation. They were christened
Kansas and Nebraska.

CANDIDATE WATSON
Tellt Wliy lie will Krmntii on the Fttilnn

Ticket.
NEW YORK. July 2S..Thomas E.

Watson, candidate for vice presld-nt on

the Populist ticket, In a telegram from
Thomson. Ga.. to the Herald, says:
"Our executive committee must decide

the question of dividing el-ctors. If Mr.
Bryan accepts our nomination and Mr.
Sowall should retire. Texas Populists
would probably be content with Bryan
and Watson, even though Bryan did not
endorse all the platform.

"1 was absolutely sincere when I said
I would not accept either place on the
Populist national ticket. I thought our
party would have no difficulty in nam¬
ing a straight-out Populist ticket, and I
did not desire either place.

"I stayed away from the convention
partly to avoid prominence, und the
Georgia delegation had po.«ltlve Instruc¬
tions not to allow the use of my name.
After the convention met and the fusion
strength developed It seemed that our
"party- would l>e swallowed tip by the
Bryan forces, and to have gone Into tht
presidential campaign with no Populist
on the national ticket meant death to
the People's party.
"The Georgia delegation then tele-

graphed me, urging mi- to allow the use
<>f my name to harmonize the factions
and save the party. I consented and I
will abide the consequences. When I
said 1 would not accept. I did not dream
that such a crisis could possibly come
upon our party."

POPULIST PROGRAMME.
Wnlinn Mint be Vice I*re»l«lent or ftryim

Cannot be l'reililent, IfKlectetl.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 2S..'The
Populist state gubernatorial convention
met In the hall of the house of repre¬
sentatives this afternoon and Hon. .T.
H. McDowell was elected temporary
chairman. Mr. McDowell, upon taking
the chair, spoke of the recent national
convention of the party and said:
"We have nominated the great Tom

Watson, of Georgia, and now under¬
stand we are not going to draw him off
under any circumstances. I stand here
Istructcd by Senator Marlon Butler to
tell you this. I have Instructions fropi
our national chairman to tell you what
to do In regard to electors. When the
electoral college meets there will be one
hundred Populists present and they will
say we will have the vice president or
you will not elect Mr. Bryan. I want to
May right hero that there Is no agree¬
ment between the Populists and Demo¬
crats, but in this state we will have
proper proportion on the electoral col¬
lege and if Mr. Bryan is the next presi¬
dent Mr. Watson will preside over the
senate and have a voice in the gov¬
ernment.
After the appointment of committees

the convention adjourned until 1!
o'clock. The Democratic and Republican
state executive state committees are lu
the city awaltng developments.

BRYAN'S NEBRASKA VOTE.

Expected to (.rt all the. I'opnlUt*, but

Only u I'urt of the. Democrat*.
LINCOLN, Neb., July US..Governor

llolcomb'was on duty to-day, looking in
good spirits and feHlng somewhat bet¬
ter physically since bin trip to tho Popu¬
list convention at St. Louis. He said he
believed Mr. Bryan would accept the
Populist nomination and as he had late¬
ly held a lengthy interview with him,
the governor's opinion Is worthy of a
great deal of weight. The muddle over
vice president, he said, would be settled
by fusion In different states, Sewall and
Watson to tnko their chances In the elec¬
toral college. In Nebraska, the gover¬
nor said, there would certainly be fusion
and that the fuslonlsts would carry the
state. He figures that under normal
conditions there will be -00,000 votes poll¬
ed In Nebraska this year. He divides
these u'i follows: Republicans, 85,000;
Populists, 75,000; all kinds of Democrats,
nr.,000; Prohibition, MOO. Of this the
governor believes Bryan will receive all
but r.,000 or 0,000 Democratic votes, all of
the Populist votes and a majority of the
Prohibitionists. He also figures that
from 10 to l'JVj per cent of Republicans
will bolt McKlnley. In a recapitulation
he believes that Bryan will receive 110.-
000 of the 1100,000 votes cast In Nebraska
this year.

ANARCHISTS MAKIi TR0UB1.H
Ilrt-nuanThey Arc Kr fined Henti-One How
After Another anil Turbulent Kerne* the
Order of the l)u>' A 11 A uirrUnn Delegate
(inlui Ilia Kent After Heading the Con-
greai n liMinn In Dlacretlon.Knullnh
Wurhtiigmeii Agntuat HnmrcUl»tMt

LONDON, July 28..Tho International
Socialist and Trades Union Congress
resumed Its session to-day at St. Mar¬
tin's town haU with Herr Singer, tho
well known German Socialist, and mem¬
ber of the Reichstag, residing. The
credentials o£ all tho delegates who
presented themselves for admission,
wore closely Result nlxcd at tho door and
several were rejectod, Tho English sec¬
tion, which controlled tho preliminarybusiness, decided by 223 to 104 to ex-
cludo Anarchists. This action no sooner
became known to tho Anarchists out¬
side than they becamo furious with mge
and after flerco remarks from their
leaders they made a combined rush for
the doors of the hall, overturned the
door-keeper and poured Into the gnller-
les In spite of all opposition. This caus¬
ed a repetition of tho exciting and
stormy scenes of yesterday. Tom Mann
and James Klersardle, the English la¬
bor loaders, spoke In favor of at least
admitting Herr llyndman. Their re¬
marks were wildly applauded by the An¬
archists.
Other English labor leaders made

fipeoches against admitting the Anar¬
chists. This brought forth a storm of
disapproval from the latter, during
which many angry words wero ex¬
changed among tho foreigners, who
could hardly be prevented by the more
peaceful men, from engaging In a gen¬
eral free tight.
Eventually orders were given to put

out the disturbers of the peace and
when some show of so doing was made
something like order was once more re¬
stored and tho debqto was resumed.
After further speeches fur and against

the admission of Anarchists it was
agreed that properly accredited Anar¬
chists including Louise Michel, should
be permitted to be present at the de¬
bate. After several hours of additional
discussion, the congress, voting by na¬
tionalities. upheld tho Zurich resolu¬
tion by thirteen and one-lnilf to two
and one-half, the effect of which Is to
exclude Anarchists from the Congress.
During the voting there was another

sccne of the greatest excitement. Fierce
shouting and yelling, mingled with
scuttling and threatening, prevailed
among the foreigners, and probably
served as much as anything else to har¬
den the hearts of the Englishmen
against admitting the Anarchists.
When the congress re-assembled after

lunch the members of the American see-,
tlon objected to the presence of a del¬
egate from tho New York Hack Owners'
Union, on the ground that the latter
belonged to the middleman class. The
delegate protested to this treatment,
reminding the asemblage that be had
come S.r.OO miles to vote nnd claiming
that members of the New York Hack
Owners' Union were worklngmen. as
they drove their own cabs. He also
threatened to go back to the United
States and toll the people there bow he
had been treated. After further dlscus-
slon It was decided amid cheers to ad-
in It this delegate nnd the congress again
adjourned amid disorder arising from
the question whether M. Joures. Mll-
leraud and Vlvianl, the French soclal-
ists. should be allowed to vote In the
congress. Several of the delegates ob¬
jected to their presence, declaring that
the men mentioned did not represent the
French peasantry and they, were not
properly nccredltcd.
M. Jaures succeeded in making a

speech, during which he tried to prove
to tho delegates that he was Justified In
voting and a vote In regard to his ad¬
mission was about to be taken when
there was another uproar and a French
woman mounted a table and com¬
menced a fiery harangue. Her re¬
marks, however, wero Inaudible among
the general din caused by the series of
repeated disputes which had arisen on
all sides.
Finally Herr Singer, tho chairman,

after strenuous endeavors to restore
order, adjourned the congress In dis¬
gust.

"SIXTEEN TO ONE"
Was Very Much in KvlUence In the

Opera House Last Night.

Till: SILVER DEMOCRATS RATIFY
Tlii* Nomination of llryan and
The l'arade urn o Fnllnru In Point of
Nnniliirii but i* l.m'Kf Crowd Attended
tlie Meeting.General Warner M«k« a

Typical Free bllver Hpeecli.Col. Arnett
PJVad»wlth the Old-Tlmer» to Return
to the Fold.

Last night 1n the Opera Houne, ft
meeting to rntlfy the nomination of Bry-
iin and Hewoll wna hold by tho free silver
Democrats of Wheeling. Tho meeting
wna well attended, but tho parade that
preceded It was u flat failure.
The preliminary "Jollying" uttprly

failed 1o bring out the old time marching
strength of the local Democratic qlub3,
who formed at the public building, cor¬
ner at 7:30 o'clock. When the bond be¬
gan to play and tho column moved down
Sixteenth to Market, there were Just
twelve members of that one* proud and
numerous organization, the Young
Men'wDemoenitlcCliibin line. Theefforts
of the few In line to Induce Democrats or
former Democrat*, who lined th* side-
walk at the public building square, to
drop In line, were quite funny.
The conversations In several canes ran

something llko this:
"Say, you're a Democrat. Get

In line hero."
"Not thin year; some other year," was

one of tdmilar replies.
And so It went.
Outside of the uniformed members of

the Young Men's Democratic Club in
line at the start of the parade, forty-six
men were in line, together with flftepn or
twenty boys.On the line of march there
were some accessions, but altogether,
counting the boys, less than 100 marched
to the Windsor to escort the principal
speaker. General A. J. Warner, of Marl-
etta, to the Opera House.

The Opera Houne .Meeting.
The meting at the Opera House was

attended by a large crowd of the faith¬
ful, but In the audience and on the stage
many of the old time Democratic leaders
were conspicuous by their absence, and
when Col. Arnett, lai^r In the evening,
referred to this fact, the house was oa
still as a graveyard and the faces of tho
rank and file grew long as he made a
plea for the wanderers to return to
"their old love."
On the stage, where chairs had been

placed for the 300 vice presidents named
by the committee, only fifty were occu¬
pied and the more prominent men of tho
list printed In the Register were not seen
during the evening. John Minkemeyer
was present and occupied a seat In the
centre of the stage. Everybody in the
house knew he was there, for John start¬
ed the applause ever and oft with one oC
the most original guffaws ever thrown
at an unsuspecting audience.
The meeting was called to order by ex-

Sheriff W. C. Handlan, who named Mr.
Julius Pollack as chairman. Mr. Pol¬
lack'said that the object was to ratify
tho nomination of Bryan and Sewail
and the platform upon which they were
nominated. He said that two years ago
when he met with such an inplorlous de¬
feat at the hands of Mr. Whitaker for
senator, he argued with the people that
the tariff was not the cause of the hard
times, but that It was the money; now
the Democrats had come to see that hi^
diagnosis of the cose was correct. Mr.
Pollack's remarks were not received
with any great manifestation of enthus¬
iasm, but when he Introduced Gen. A. J.
Warner, the applause was general.

Gen. Warner** Talk.
The gentleman from Marietta began

by saying that coming events cast their
shadows before and that the enthusiasm,
of the people, showed that they would
triumph ut the polls in November. Ho
spoke of the various conventions that
have been held, beginning with the Re¬
publican gathering at St. Louis, which
declared for the gold standard, and com¬
pared It to what he .was pleased to call
the grandest convention in the history of
the country. In his mind all former
conventions of nil parties have been con¬
ducted by politicians, but in the Chicago
convention the politicians got a black
eye and the people ran things to suit
themselves. He said the politicians had
come to Chicago to find that money,
could not buy the sliver men off.
General Warner then proceeded to

eulogize Bryan and stated .that no nomi¬
nation since 1S60 had been so well re¬
ceived by the people. In speaking of
Sewail he said be knew the gentleman
well and although he was well off In tho
world's goods, nevertheless he was a
good man and worthy to have his name
on the ticket.
He refered to the silver men's conven-

tion at St. Louis and said he had been
largely Instrumental in having It held.
He had l>een at the meeting last Decem¬
ber In Washington, when it was deter¬
mined to hold a convention and If tho
Democrats bad not declared in favor of
silver, he would not have been in Wheel¬
ing speaking In favor of the Democratic
nominee. He did not say much about
the Populists' action In not placing Se¬
wail on the ticket, but passed it by mere¬
ly saying that it had been delegated to a
committee and would probably be set¬
tled all right.

The Trne l'ntrlnta.
One amusing part of General War¬

ner's talk was when he referred sar¬
castically to the subscribers to the bond
issue by President Cleveland, as being
the true patriots and the saviors of the
country.
The speaker said the states west of the

Mississippi would bo solid for Bryan
and Sewail and when he. found that the
statement tickled the audience, he used
it every "whip stitch." When he.began
arguing the issue he said there was only*
one and that Is money. The standard
was gold and silver Up to 1S7.'1, when
the change was made for a purpose. He
said that when the "crime" was perpe¬
trated the government owed J2,82*».000,-
000 war debt and he wanted to know
why it was that one-half of the money
or the country was destroyed before
the debt was paid. Me tried to show that
the two metals were about equal then
and thai the action of demonetization
cut off half the money from the people.
Th? country at that time didn't know
what it was doing. He adml tied that
the matter had been argued In Congress
f.\r two years and had been printed in
the Congressional Record, but mad*
the statement that not a single refer¬
ence to the *7:? act was made In any pa-l#r in the country. lie also startled his
Hsteners by asserting that a majority
of all the great American papers were
owned by Kurop'e.

Kny* Price* Are too l.o\v.
lie said that at present prices for pro¬

ducts and commodities are too low. The
average working man will fool good
when he wakes up to realise he is got-
tlng his food and wearing apparel too
cheap, and without doubt, he will fall
all over himself In his hurry lo get to
tlw polls In order that he may vote to
pay moro for everything he buys.
